The bulk of the estate is divided 
among relatives, although servants 
and the village of Peekskill, N. Y., 
where Mr. Depew was born, are 
beneficiaries. Peekskill receives 
$100,000 in trust for educational 
and other public uses.

Thursday night within 13 hours 2f 
the time set for his execution so 
that a jury might inquire into his 
sanity, Birger already had exhaust- 
ed the possibilities offered by the 
courts, the Pardon Board and the 
Governor for clemency. The san- 
ity hearing, which Circuit Judz2 
Miller was forced to grant under 
the law, was invoked only to give 
him a few more days of life.

much speculation as to the extraor- 
dinary influence which Geist, a 
$200-a-month employe, exercised 
there, still is unexplained. Sidener. 
in a statement last night, spoke of 
taking action “after an investiga- 
tion.” Today, he said he was not 
“charging William Geist with of- 


ficial corruption.’ The inferences 
which the first statement left were 
not dismissed by the second state- 
ment to the satisfaction of politicai 
observers. . 

Much Talk About Geist. 

During four grand. jury investti- 
gations of Sidener’s office much 
talk and considerable testimony 
focused on the activities of Geist. 
It was cOmmon report at the Mu- 
nicipal Courts. Building that for 
months friends of Sidener had 
been urging him to “get rid of 
Geist” as a political liability. News 
that Sidener, facing an announced 
campaign for re-election, had dis- 
missed his Warwick and general 
factotum at once gave to the 
‘question of whether Sidener had 
discovered facts which made such 
a move expedient if not impera- 
tive. 

His first statement last 
suggested this. It follows: 

“Today I dismissed William Geist 
as chief clerk in my office. 

“I took this action after due de- 
liberation and inquiry. 

“IT had been -Geist’s friend. He 
had appeared to be mine. I had 
absolute confidenceain him. His 
early services to me in my office 
were efficient and helpful. 

Says Geist Was Criticised. 

“During the past year or two, 
however, I have been subjected to 
criticism because of Mr. Geist. I 
was slow to believe the criticism 
leveled against him because of my 
confidence in him. 

‘“T have made my own inveati- 
gation and am forced to the con- 
clusion that' his connection with 
the Circuit Attorney's office should 
be severed and, having reached 
that conclusion; there was nothing

The First “Big Money.” 

EW persons of today could 

answer correctly if asked how 
Jack Johnson gained his title. 
Probably 90 per cent would say 
that he defeated the unbeaten 
Jim Jeffries for the title in 1910 
at Reno. 

Johnson, however, won the 
honor from ‘Tommy Burns 
(Noah Brusseau), after chasing 
him -around the world to Au- 
Stralia, where, in 1908, they were 
signed for a title fight. The 
promoters of this contest gave 
the first important money purse 
in the history of the heat weight 
championship to be paid in full. 
Burns received a certified check 
for $30,000 before he would en- 
ter the ring with Johnson. 

Little Tommy, who was herald- 
ed as a “‘cheese champion,” who 
got his title from Marvin Hart 
under certain noxious conditions, 
made a gallant but losing fight 
against the ebony giant and suc- 
cumbed only after Johnson had 
broken Burns’ ribs in the four- 
teenth round and forced his re- 
tirement. 

The Jeffries battle, which fol- 
lowed two years later, was there- 
fore an effort by Jeffries to re- 
gain from Johnson the crown he 
(Jeff) had surrendered to the 
winner of the Root-Hart fight.

| OME months ago there ap- 
Qrearea in a monthly golfing 
publication an article dealing 
with the velocity of a driven ball 
relative to that of the wind and 
the consequent effect of the wind 
upon the length of the drive. 

Since that time I have heard 

considerable discussion anent the 

problem of how best to combat 
an adverse wind or .to take ad- 
vantage cf a favorable one. 
It was demonstrated by one 
writer that in driving down wind 
| there was nothing in the old idea 
| that increased altitude would 
| gBive increased range, for it was 
pointed out the velocity of the 
ball throughout the greater part 
of its flight was so much great- 
er than that of any but a wind 
of hurricane velocity that no 
positive propelling force could 
be exerted upon the ball. The 
article appealed to me as per- 
fectly reasonable. 

Almost any good player will 
drive a ball upon a higher tra- 
jectory when playing downwind 
than he likes to drive into the 
teeth of a breeze. 3ut he does 
so not because he is trying to 
get the ball up but because he 
is not trying to keep it down, 
as he would if the wind were 
blowing in his face. 

It was primarily the difficulty 
which I experienced in getting 
sufficient length into wind 
which caused me several years 
ago to discard the clubs I was 
then using for the deep-faced 
models. I used to use a shallow 
driver, tee:the ball low and hit 
descending blow—descend- 
ing even more if the wind were 
against it in a futife effort to 
drive the shot low. The harder 
I tried, in this way, to keep the 
ball low the higher it would 
travel, until T found myself com- 
pletely at the mercy of any 
breeze. 


'Overspin Proves Aid. 
explanation may be 


LITTLE 
in order. When the drive 


was hit in the way I have 
described the ball started low to 
be sure, but the backspin impart- 
ed, building up the wind pressure 
in front, caused it to rise con- 
tinually until, its power spent, it 
dropped almost vertically, life- 
less to the ground. The range 
obtained was all in the air. 

I have had much better luck 
with the method I am now using. 
I tee the ball very high, upon a 
peg tee as long as I can find. I 
then try to hit the ball square- 
ly in the back with a blow 
neither ascending nor descend- 
ing. In this way the ball ac- 
quires oOverspin, or less back- 
spin, whichever it may be, and 
with an arching flight, bores into 
a headwind, and _= strikes the 
ground still going. The purpose 
of the deep club and the high 
tee is to enable me to strike the 
ball in the center of the face, 
without the danger of half-top- 
ping. A half-topped shot has no 
power whatever into a gale. 

Driving downwind there is lit- 
tle need to trouble about back- 
spin. Everyone knows how dif- 
ficult it is to stop even a mashie- 
niblic pitch when the wind is be- 
+rind. The wind .pressure in 
front of the ball is consider- 
ably lessened and there is less 
resistance tending to force the 
shot upward. No matter how 
high a drive may fly, if the wind 
is helping, it has always some- 
thing left when it hits the 
ground. 

After all it appears to me that 
it is the spin of the ball rather 
than the elevation which counts 
against the wind. As pointed out 
in the article I have referred to, 
there is little reason why there 
should be materially less wind at 
20 feet above the ground than at 
40. The important thing is to 
prevent climbing and to keep 
the shot always boring in.

involved is one of degree and 
not of quality. It would be easy 
to name at least a half dozen 
books of the past year. that give 
off this light in some degree: and 
doubtless there have been many 
more than that. Rarely is it 
to be found, where one might 
most expect it, in volumes of 
verse; doubtless because the writ- 
ing of verse has been given over 
largely to self-conscious dilettants.

This may seem a rather long in- 
troduction to a few appreciative 
remarks about the volume here 
listed, “Up Ee! River’; but it is 
hardly likely to appear so after 
that magic:.! volume has been 
properly read. It is one of the 
relatively few books that give off 
light, and lest the prospective 
reader infer that such books are 
necessarily very ‘serious’ and 
therefore probably “dry’* from the 
“practical” persons viewpoint, it 
must be said at once that there 
is laughter in every page. 

The author, Martha Prescott 
Montague, tells us that the folk 
tales here woven together were 
collected from among the natives 
of the mountains of West Virginia. 
Tony Beaver is the mythical hero, 
and in his superficial aspects he is 
another Paul Bunyan. It may well 
be that Paul’s character and ex- 
ploits are the far-flung echoes of 
Tony Beaver’s; but if this be the 
case, there has been a very great 
loss of beauty and vital meaning 
in the transplanting of the legend. 
The stories of Paul Bunyan are 
well calculated to provoke guffaws 
with their utterly outrageous men- 
dacities. Tony Beaver’s exploits 
also are ridiculous for the same 
reason; but they do.not provoke 
guffaws; they arouse a gentle, lov- 
ing laughter, and at any moment 
there may flash across the page a 
deeper meaning that hushes the 
laughter and leaves the reader | 
awed. For this reason, it is not a| 
book that a humbly admiring re- | 
viewer would presume to sketch. | 
It must be read; those many mo- |} 
ments of swift insight into the, 
mystery of things must be expe-| 
rienced, for there is no describing 
them. 

Some months ago “The Hound- | 
Tuner.of Callaway” was noted in 
this column with enthusiasm, and 
it was remarked that in the title 
story of that excellent volume 
there was to be noted a strangely | 
fascinating quality that could be 
explained only as the unconscious 
product of the collective genius of | 
an isolated people.

Dr. Saugrain Provided Medical 
Supplies for Lewis and 
Clark Party. ‘ 


Two St. Louis chemists were 
leading subjects of research in the 


history of chemistry reported on «t 
u divisional meeting of the Ameri- 
cen Chemical Society yesterday at 
the Forest Park Hotel. 

One was the first chemist in 5°. 
louis, whose log cabin was the 
first laboratory west of the Alle- 
ghenies—Dr. Antoine Francois 
Saugrain, who provided medical 
supplies for the Lewis and Clark 
expedition and is thought to have 
been first inventor of the friction 
match. 

The other wag the late Gustavus 
Hinrichs of 4106 Shenandoah ave- 
rue, former head of St. Louis Unit. 
medical’ school and the 
chemistry department of the St. 
Louis College of Pharmacy, dis- 
coverer of a method of measuring 
atomic weights and originator of 
graded laboratory courses’. for 
chemistry students. It was not for 
these distinctions thatte was hon. 
ored in the sociecty’s historical di- 
vision, but for his leadership in tne 
recognition of Lavoisier, “father of 
modern chemistry,” with the erec- 
tion of a monument in Paris 106 
years after Lavoisier died on the 
guillotine—an invention, incidental- 
ly of the first St. Louis chemist’s 
brother-in-law. 

Appealed for Recognition. 

Hinrichs’ appeal for recognition 
of Lavoisier’s great work brought 
immediate response. Committees 
were formed in France, England, 
Russia, Scandanavia, Italy, Spain 
and the United States, with Hin- 
richs as chairman in this country,

HERE are the Adam’s apples 

ot yesteryear? One out of the 
proverbial six used to be distin- 
guished by this Lincolnian symbol. 
Today it seems you cannot scare 
up a half dozen on the whole of 
Manhattan Island. Their disap- 
pearance is likely responsible for 
the low collar. 

There is something typically 
American about the Adam's apple. 
It smacks of the plow, the spring- 
seated farm wagon and furrowed 
fields and has the fascination of a 
loose tooth. Some had an adagio 
movement—slow, leisurely and 
rather graceful. Others had a 
quick bobbiness like a cork in the 
choppy waves. In a Way the 
Adam’s apple was a barometer of 
human emotions. A mercurial 
quickness presaged joy, grief, love 
and hate. Anda slowly rising and 
falling movement indicated a men- 
tal calm. . 

There was scarcely a stage come- 
dian without an Adam’s apple. It 
somehow gave striking emphasis 
to comedy—like baggy pantaloons 
or splay feet. The older genera- 
tion of financiers—like the elder 
Rockefeller, for instance—almost 
invariably had ’em.

Nothing is easier to prepare than 
an omelet, says Mr. Leiter. Here 
is his rule for making one: 

An omelet should always be 
cooked creamy, that is to say with 
the interior soft. Only the back of 
the fork should be used in stirring. 
An omelet pin should have a thick 
bottom and should be reserved ex- 
clusively for this use. The pan 
shov'd never be washed, only wiped 
dry after using. The amount of 
butter used should be moderate—a

every three eggs. 

Allow two eggs for each person 
to be served. Break them into a 
salad bowl, season with salt and 
pepper and beat moderately with a 
fork. Put the pan on the fire, 
throw in 40 grammes of butter for 
each six eggs. As soon as the but- 
ter is hot pour in the eggs and stir 
them slowly with the back of the 
fork. The omelet takes the rest of 
its softness itself. Take the pan 
off, tilt it slightly, push the fork 
under the end of the omelet, and 
it will roll itself up like a cigar.

THE PARIS MODE TODAY 


As-Seen at the Horse Show and in the Shops. 


Special cable by Pierre LeBaux, director of the’ Paris Fashion 
Board, and E, Winifred Boulter, associate director. 


PARIS, April 8. 

HE opening of the Paris spring 

season coincides with the Horse 

Show. Just when the crack 
horsemen and Amazones assemble 
in Paris the streets become sud- 
denly congested with all the lux- 
urious cars that have been winter- 
ing with their owners on the Ri- 
viera. 

Mingled with the horizon blue 
uniforms of the French cavalry 
and the chic black of the famous 
school of Saumur are many neat 
riding habits, for there are more 
women competitors presenting 
horses and going in for thé high 
jumps than ever this year. 

They wear black or navy blue 
habits for the jumping competi- 
tions, often with a top hat, some- 
times with a bowler, and side-sad- 
dle riding is compulsory, so there 
are no fanciful astride costumes to 
be seen, Sometimes a woman pos- 
sessing the button of one of the 
180 odd hunts that exist in France 
will wear the pink, blue or green 
coat of the equipage with its gold 
braid trimming and the becoming 
tricorne hat that dates from the 
eighteenth century or earlier.
